WILLIAMSBURG, VIRGINIA); WILL BE PRECEDED BY COCKTAIL AT 7 
P.M. IN SAME PLACE. OTHER IMPORTANT PERSONNAGES AT HEAD 
BANQUET TABLE (ALTHOUGH STILL NOT CONFIRMED) INCLUDE 
CARL HUMELSINE (DIRECTOR OF WILLIAMSBURG), ANNE ARMSTRONG 
(WHITE HOUSE LIAISON OFFICER FOR U.S. BICENNTENIAL ) CHRIS 
HERTER (SPECIAL ADVISOR TO SECRETARY OF STATE ON INTERNATIO- 
NAL ENVIRONMENTAL AFFAIRS), ALAN REICH (DEPUTY ASSISTANT 
SECRETARY OF CU), AND ROSEMARY GINN (VICE-CHAIRMAN OF U.S. 
NATCOM) WHO WILL INTRODUCE MAHEU. HUMELSINE WILL MAKE

LAST MINUTE CHANGES) HAS BEEN AIR POUCHED TO MISSION 
SEPARATELY.
